Fur lita piditieal sorviws Presiihmt (Irunt mad«> him 
poftmaslir of Milwauket* in 187<I. and he wa.s reappointt^tl Jiy Hayes and Ar 
tbor. After hl» term of othee had expired the Milwaukee ^ St. Paul railway 
CBployed him as lobbyist in the iH^ffisIuture with sneh siuvess that P. (>. Ar- 
BMmr. the Kreat pii;-buteher of Chicago, sent him to M’aKbington to ilefeat a 
propowsl law aeuinst obHimargarine. From this time on bin stork ruse. He 
became n tiiemiKT of the natUmal committiT of the Hepubli an party, iiiid Ih- 
cioae of bts iKiwerful jnfluem*o his serviecs were eagerly soiighl and llUTnliy 
ptid by all wrts of monupoUeii. He proiinl stub a.master hand at "iiilluenr-, 
Uf” leipMutors and aldermen, that the atrind railway company of this city made 
bin its Tlce-president and the Wiaconsln Telephone company its president. 
Among ether things, in the interi'st of the Milwaukee street railways, he put 
l^ngh the l^islatiire a tax law' whieh raised sueh a storm that the next 
Ikpablican lA>gislaturo w’as cotupelled toreiieal it. The street car company pays 
fire times us much and does not pay nearly its just share. In such cniiT- 
piises as Ibis, he found a true friend and assistant in Kdward C. Wall, th.> 
PtDOcratic boss <»f Wisconsin. Payne provt*d his eratiliide by making Wall 
tie^presideni of the eleetrie light company, and when Judge Jenkins appciiutcd 
Payne tis xc’celver of the North rn Pacific, he allowtM the sum of to 

slip-into the fingertf of his Democratic friend, in the form of cuiumis.Mons for 
tba sale of railroad landb. 

It would lake loo limg to dm-ri^te in detail the life and dccils of Ii,nry C. 
l^yoe, as far as publiely known—the fact is. that no politician in Wisconsin ha» 
erer belorc exercistnl so great and curru|)ling un iutiuence on our public life 
is Henry C. Payne. At the same time no other capitalistic politician has 
better nuderslood the art of compelling the great capitalists to “divvy*’ with 
him than Henry C. Payne. His property is now estimated m linlf a million, 
ind be is a striking proof of the fact that a man may be a bad manager of 
bis own business, snu yet rise to eonsiderahle huancial imiKirtauce thn tigh the 
business of other ^leople. 

Payne is anjihiug but beloved in hlb own party. The uiemla rs of the lower 
niddle classes in bis party regard him with deadly hatred, and even among the 
poliUdans he has muby enemies. 

His aspiraliouH to u place in the Pri»suleiii‘K c-nbiiiet in^gau long ago. Even 
inder Harrison, in 1888, be applied fur the isMiitioo whieh he now iK*ciipit‘s. 
Wisconsin was then cou>id<'nni to U* eiuitled to fill only uin* scat in the cuIh 
I net However, ex*Gov. Kusk, who shortly before (in 1880) bad won great n*- 
sown Among the capitalists by ids shooting down of strikers in Hay View. Mil- 
WAHkeis received the preference and became secrciaiy of agriculture. Payne 
bdog a smooth politician, is the eui<iuy of all oxtremo ineusuri's, uiul did not 
approve the murder lu Bay Vi.'W—this affair i-osi the iCepublicuns ih«*ir ma¬ 
jority in the county—and since Husk had Uhui prcferreil to' mm, w’Ak on bmi 
terms with President Harrison. Psyne therefore gave Harrison only a very 
Inke-warm support, when he w*at renomiiuiusl in 181f2. and since Wisconsin 
went Democratic, on account of the Boniiott latv in 18bU. some iHHiple were in- 
efined to over-estimate I’ayne's i iflueucv. 

'' 'However, l*nyne‘s glory came In 18SM». when the c'ondtict of the pri'sidentiai 
csxapaign in the Wmleru states fell to him. as vire-chairniMi of the UepubiU'an 
campAigu commiltet^ His imdeniuble talent for urganizatiun—siipiKirti^l by the 
figAtttic campaign fund of the Hi'publicun party—certainly hml i|uite us mtnh 
to do with McKinley’s auc<n>ss us hud Mark Hanna’s similar (piulities. 

Hanna at that time, as the story goes. promhu<<l Payne the pohiniastcr-gcn- 
cnlship, and certain Milwuuket* papers uiuioiu.cihI it as a iiiurter of course that 
be Arett recidve that otHce. But bis caudidacy arouseil an immense opposition 
la his own party. Innumerable protests were sent iiu ami McKinley could not 
poodbly give him. the plai\‘ without creating .** gn'iit di^al of l>ad blood. Besid^-s 
McKinley himself tonfess<*d that during his long career as i-ougressmau he had 
bad ample opportunity to observe Payne’s nieihmls. and that the Pn^ident of 
the United States could not anord to have a lobbyist in hU cabinet. 

All these things have boon repeatedly diHcll^s4>1l at length in the capitalisijc 
press yet in spite of this, the “refornicr," Htwisovelr, ‘has made haste to nomi- 
nats Payne as postniastcr-general. Tliis lumiluation tc»fik place in det^p sis-n^y - 
that is, none of Ihb Wisconsin represeutnlives were ctmsnlted, w» say the papers 
in this dty. 

We have related all this, just to show how much can be ex|HH*ted from th«‘ 
••refbnner,*’ Roosevelt. As for Payrn* himsi'lf. he will manage his department 
at any rate fully as well aud perhaps better than any other politician or biisincs^ 
■an. Payne is certainly the only iKislmastcr-general for many years—.since 
James—who has brought with him to his otilw a ktH.wlwi'n* of po>taI affairs. 
Moreover, l*a>*nc is too shrewd a politician to iipprov<» of any violent uHu.vuri's. 
Therefore it is ton to one mat hMwin C. Matbleii, the third assistai't. -ho n- 
eemJy initiated a sort of hunt oguiust S«iclulist pnis-rs mid labor organs, will not 
keep his offii-c very long, if the Socialists ami unions energetically aud per- 
sistentiy remonstrate against the persecution. 

The rise of Payne siguincs also the downfall of Hanna’s inlhieiice. ami 11 
new combination in the Ucpubllcuii party—Howevelt. C'alMU I,«dge ami I’ayiic. 

Mark Hanna is evidently disgruntleil. He is getting ready to liecome a “n- 
former.” As president of the •Tlunnony Conference (AimmItuV* of the Civ¬ 
ic federation in New York, which Is going to smooth over all difrerenct^ lie- 
tween labor and capital, he'haH already made a lieginning. Hut we do not be¬ 
lieve that many workingmen will be caught by that swindle. 

After all. while Henry C. Payne is no worse than many other politicians— 
he li at least no hypocrite and does not pretend to be a ’’reformer'’—the ai>* 
boiaimcni of a professional lobbyist to a seal in the cabinet Is sometbiog new 
evni for caidtalism and it is characteristic for the era In which we live.

8iieh w;umeu 
irom their utter ignorance of economic 
l^iiieiples, cun only do harm by their 
Bu'ddleMUue interference, while they 
themselves acquire a self-euiiiplui ent and 
(lulrimizing air which makes them, to 
say the least, very disagreeable persons.

Or 
she may go out into the world to earn 
her living, but even then she usually 
must di^ieud upon the capitalist fur em-' 
ployment. and to obtain this she often 
must accept lower wages ibuu those paid 
to men fur an eiiual amount of work. . 

Tbe new fields of labor open to wopten 
offer no solution to the woman question. 
They only afford a new* method of ex¬ 
ploiting and oppri'^lug her. The com|K'- 
tltiou U'twet'u the sexes gives capitali- 
ism an exceHent opportunity to play 
(hem off against‘each other, to "punish 
that with this, and this with that,” to 
ci>mp(d women to do men's work and 
mra to accept women’s w*age&. 

Id fact, there can be no solution tor 
the woman question under tbe present 
system. Hereafter, when tbe history of 
tJiilB era Is written, one of the heaviest 
counts against it will be the butnilia- 
tioo and the wrongs it inflicted on the 
mothers of the race. Women were tbe 
bitterest and most crocj partisans of the 
French Revolution, and with cause. 
Women perhaps may be tbe sternest 
judges when at last the case is called 
of capltaliam versus humanity.

'ntis was a gloomy Christmas in Ger¬ 
many. Half a million persona are un¬ 
employed, and tbe consequent wretebed- 
OCM darkened tbe holidays. Even the 
well-to-do were indifferent. They were 
unable to avoid perceiving tbe misery of 
the cellar-dwellers of Berlin, while offi¬ 
cial reports from every port of the em- 
ipire in^cate tbit extraordinary demands 
jtre being made on the poca funds and pri- 
va'.e agencies for the relief of the deeti- 
tnte.

Imden has di tcrmim-il to dbtribiite ndlef 
from th*‘ provincial treasury. 

.The ceu. u.*» of the iineinploy(*d iu Berlin 
KhowH that riS.UT.'l iH^rsons are out of 
work there. The Socialist*, in inlerp4‘l- 
latlng the miinicifal govenunent on the 
Miibji-ot, said the ntimbor would l>e 80,000 
after the ChristniaH work was over. 

Tlio next general election will witness 
tbe grcalcHt gr*>wtb of the Social Demo 
cratic party of Germany in its history. 
And that party polls almost throe niiHion 
vott*H now. If should get tbe majority, 
what will be the cona.*»iuence? We can¬ 
not tell. 

Columbia sleeps, wliile her people ore 
(*iislaved. The capitalists have given her 
a miserable "prosperity” opiate and 
church nnd prt'iis are aiding them iu 
putting chains on her limbs, so that when 
she awakes some day she will be bound 
nnd helpless.

It is neither tho natural nor the 
ftister child of lib**rly. Anarchy grows 
out of i*onditioiiK. Italy m*cius to be the 
nxither of anarchy at pres4*nt. and, ac¬ 
cording to statistics, 100,DTD people go 
mad ;n that country every year from 
hunger alone, und thousands upon tbn.- 
nauds are so pi>*rr that their principal 
food Js acorns boiled In a broth of clay. 
If the eternal pri**enc<‘ of the pollcs*. the 
diingeop, the supiiression of newspapers, 
tbe denial of tbe right of assembly nnd of 
frw ipeech were o remedy for anarchy, 
there would be no anareny in the old 
world, but wo find that, Instead of vup- 
presslog It, these measures and agencies 
actually produce anarchy. Wherever you 
find social, industrial and eoouomic con- 
ditioDS and insUturions under which a 
few esn devour the frulta of other mem¬ 
bers’ toll, there you will find the poison¬ 
ous g«;rm of anarchy getting a lodgment. 
The real authors of anarchy in ^his world 
are the men who despoil tbei.^ felJow- 
men. and it floes not matter bow this is 
done."

still seiHi to evade the enforced eoutri* 
butiuo, iho proclainaliou adds thal Chi¬ 
nese desiring to return to China will be 
compelled to exhibit a receipt showing 
that they have made payment, and in 
default of such receipt they will be tiiie«J 
$10. This prodamaliotx is lo be dis- 
tribate<l all over tbe country. 

At a banquet of bankers in Chicago. 
President Schwab of the steel trust said 
that beginning January 1, that concern 
would discontinue paying salaries "to all 
its employe charge of de- 

parttueuis.” and instead would compen¬ 
sate them by a percentage of profits. This 
policy, he added, "would be followed with 
reference to every head of a department, 
no matter how jmsll.” Thai fixes the 
status of the other fellows in the depart¬ 
ment clearly enough and pricks the bub¬ 
ble of the colossal scheme of profit-shar¬ 
ing by which tbe millennium was. to be 
set up in the steel mills and the "philoso¬ 
phy of the religioa of Christ” applied to 
business, as Carroll D. Wright pro¬ 
claimed. This is, doubtless, Schwab's 
idea of tbe new trades unionism: A 
union of tbe functions of employer and 
employe—for boesea of departments only. 

Souphouset and free food depots are 
springing up in most of the large cities 
of Germany on account of the industrial 
depressloa. The Salmtion Army ts lead¬ 
ing in this movemeut of charity. The 
head of the Salvationiata’ social work lu 
Berlin is reported as atying: "Uecent 
figures relarite to tbe unemployed in 
Berlin, potting the number at 3^000, are 
wholly inaccurate. Official Inveatigadoos 
by the dty asthoritlea ahow 46,000 un¬ 
employed in tbe tnetal trades alone. Half 
of those employed are working only half¬ 
time. One is inclined to beliere t^t the 
estimate of the BorialUt party, that Ber¬ 
lin la harboring more than 100,000 work- 
leaa men and women, la considerably 
uearer tbe mark.” Prom these signs, 
the hard times lo Germany sem to 
equal in sererity upon the workingmen 
tbe hard times in this country in 1803- 
96. _

Tliis one says that 
the money is what be saved by bis absti- 
tence from tobacco, beer and whisky. 
This philanthropic boarder Is 00 years of 
age: Had be bt'gun to smoke cigarK and 
drink l>eer and whisky when he was 15.

Profit-sharing has no sound cooiiomlc 
ba^is. It I'ome* to tbe worker as a gift 
bestowed: but the worker is the pnHlinvr 
and is eiilUletl, not to a share iu profits, 
but to a socially dm* share o( the entire 
result'* of Koidal effort. 

Even though tbe system could I.k* stic- 
ce.-wfiiily apidii'tl by a great lamivni l.kt 
the atetd trust, its general adoption Is 
impossible, and its success in this ii.- 
stance would mean tbe cri'atioii of a m>c- 
lion of aristocratic laborers. 'Hic syNtcni. 
if Byatcm it cun Im> culliaJ. loiild inU Ih- 
carried t>iit by a very large majority of 
employers, becainu* a large majority of 
them fail for luck of profih-—,»wtng to 
the gigantic oiMTatiuus of the trusts iu 
many iiiMaiices. I’rotit-sharing cuds 
when there arc no profits to Nharc. 

Any serious discussion of the subject 
woiilil Im' .sIkmt waste of lime, were it 
‘not for 'the fact that b,»uic economists 
advocate it as the only salvation of the 
laboring class. A.s a matter of fact it 
cannot be appliisj in many lines of busi¬ 
ness. How i-v a share in profits to be 
given to cnriHuitcrs. uuikuuh. farm lalHir- 
ers, stnid jalawers. woodsmen and multi¬ 
tudes employed iu a variety of ways, the 
nature of who.«c work precludes any par¬ 
ticipation ill profits? It is for tlics,* and 
other reasons tlnit profit-sharing has 
been tried and generally abandoittNl. 

But. ufn^r all. what is profit? Is it 
an.nbiiig more than a coniiiicrcial rc-.|ilt 
of the cxiicnditurt' of lalNir isiwer by the 
class which creates products? And how 
can the working class Ik* helped by any 
scheme designctl lo maintain the profit 
system? .'>niii>ose the srisd worker- re- 
mve thi.s boiiii-. what will be the re-uli? 
.More profits for th.-ir ma-HTs. bciMu-c 
of their greater diligetii'e and ellleieJicy. 
Why not apply this same diligence and 
etJleiency iti .•sieial priHlitetion and social 
distribution, abolishing protitsV

Having, through an induatrial system 
in wihich the wrongs of labor are iuaer- 
cnt. conaoIida<ed great prG|)ertieB anJ 
tuudo itielf master of an economic pow¬ 
er the magnitude uf which has never 
been equaled Ja the world’s hiatory, the 
United ^tatoa Steel trust litforma a cred¬ 
ulous world that it is afiMut to inaugurate 
an era of Industrial peace and harmony. 

Ita managers have gone so far as Vj 
adiuB that capital has been tyranniMl 
(which is nonsense, since capital is not 
a conscious entity, bat a material thing 
without thoughts or feelings), and that 
labor (meaning the laborer) has not re* 
ceired a just share of the social product 
—whlcb, by tbe way, is a conoeaaion to 
(he Socialist claim—these brigands of the 
modern indnstrial world announce that 
the interests of the workmen employed 
by them are identical with their own and 
shall henceforth be recogmixed. 

Tbe plan progioMKl by them U none 
other than a distrUmtion ofl part of the 
profits made In (he borineat of fleering 
tbe balance of mankind. 

Pro£t-«harinv >a a stflutioo of the labor 
problem is inadequate; Jt is opposed by 
Che whole genius of the existing iodus- 
trial system. It has been tried very lit¬ 
tle in tbe United States and has failed 
in nearly every Instance. It has been 
tested more generally in Europe and 
there the failures have been far more 
rntmerona. 

The Bocialu/ attitude towards any 
proposed remedy for tbe ilia of society Ls 
simple and direct: Will it solve tbe labor 
question, from which al other ills arise? 
And tbe answer hi this instance U a dl 
rect and emphatic, no. Indeed it is per^ 
haps quite unnecessary to consider that 
phase of the subject, becsose (here is no 
reason why the ateel trust proposal should 
realy be regarded seriously ss an attempt 
to solve anything—exc^t a business per¬ 
plexity. The proposition is do«bt«ess a 
purely business espedlent. laddeo tally 
the purpose is to destroy trades onionlsra 
in iu present form, as President Schwab 
was insolent cuouph ts aarve notice on 
the New Yoek ceaferenee to that effect. 
The steel trust wants a fom of tudoo-!

Wright Hays that "after ninny,y«*ars of 
iuvtsligatiou into the sueial, moral and 
luduBtrial oouditton of the iHtqile" tdiir- 
tng which, hy the way. he has adiiiitt(*d 
that nearly every palliative pro|>osed. in¬ 
cluding profit sharing and ur'lutrnlion. 
hud fai)(*d), “I came to the I'onclustou 
that in tbe adoption of the phihisoitby of 
the religiou of Christ as a praeticui cretnl 
for the conduct of busincBB ih^re was lo 
Ik* found tbe feurent aud sjHH*diest stdu- 
tion of the ditliculties which excite tlie 
minda of men.” 

All right, Mr. Carroll I). Wright. 'ITic 
L*tmntry hn.H lH*eu given to uiiderntand 
that the Civic federation plan with its 
"coiumittW of lhirty-«ix” is an attempt 
to prove what you have eotm* to b4*li«‘ve 
“after many yearn of iiiveatigatiou.” 
Now, attest, under the direction of Mark 
iinnnu, Charlie Schwab, Grover Cleve¬ 
land aud rieriKini ^loreguiu. we an* go¬ 
ing to stv what a practieal aiqdicatlou of 
th«> religion of Christ will uccoiiipliKh iu 
the way of solving the difflailtleji which 
excite the minds of men in the realm of 
industry. 

The problem to lie solved. Mr. M’right 
and gentlemen of tbe Civic Feileratioii. is 
this: The working class of America Is 
the moNt productive in the world. Ac¬ 
cording to official reportH, the yearly aver¬ 
age product of the working class per man 
la valued at not less than $2000: also, ac¬ 
cording to offiaal reports, the indlvldnal 
workers do not receive as wages an aver¬ 
age much in excess of $400. That Is to 
siiy, for every dollar received by labor 
as w'sges capital has appropriated four 
dollars. As a matter of fact, tbe share 
of each is even more diapcopoitiooate 
and unjust. We believe thwe Mr. Wright 
has hiioseTf said that the workers of 
America got only $17 ont of every $10b 
of Talaes they create. Since all Ta1ui*s 
are created by labor (Mr. Wright admits 
that of every $100 in values that I^ABOti 
CREATES, the laborers receive ouly 
$17), aud since it has been conceded In 
tbe New Y'ork conference that labor ta 
unjustly compensated (a cuocessioiL to the 
Socialist claim, by tbe way,) tbe proposed 
application of the religfon of Christ to tbs 
industrial question will be watched with 
iuterest, Tbe problem is: How can the 
wealth created by labor be secured to tbe 
laborer? The Civic Federation and the 
"committee of thirty-six” is up against it. 

There is more wealth produced now 
than ever ia tbe world's history. The 
death point to the laborer is thst the 
msehiue is doing the work and forcing 
him into idleness and* starvation, while 
some of the owners of Isnd sod ms- 
chlaery, through monopoly, sre becoming 
possessed of the billions produced by. sod 
therefore rightfully betongiog to, the Is- 
borers. Under Socislism these profits of 
monopoly would belong to the people col- 
lectfvefy.

Having l^dly iqwiken the legal inith. 
Mr. litatao- like many other refortners. 
todding upon unassnllable premises 
aneta a fanciful house of iwrds In rtmer 
to palliate, not destniy, re»*r«sl wnmgs. 
He advorates a constitutional i.mitadon 
s>f ir***ritance to a sum not exceeding 
ten millions of dollars. He says: 

“T 1 »e atale. t>*''‘iifore, that Iiiis the 
Tower to say—If It rbiWwe to any it—that 
p^tte property shall not exist, has cer* 
'tainly the power to regrdate Its owner¬ 
ship. He greater implies the lesser." 
'Hm, tbec, Is asserted .the right of the 
alite to nke private property. There 
no inahrmountable legal or constltu- 
*< 1*011 obataoles. The only qin^tion 
filaed is as to its expediency, and it is 
•adtaiitted that the people (who are the 
atate) ve the ultimate jndges of its ex* 
vadiency. The method is of minor Im- 
vorunce. yet there are many who stum 
'ble over the question of method and com- 
mtatioo. Mr. lx>gan says: “I am very 
Tir indeed from being a Socialist. I am 
■very wHllng that ihe state should extend 
It* functions, but I am very strongly oi>- 
80 Md to the aationalizing of all proper- 
sty" 

la fact, it would seem from the full 
of his address that he proposes the 
lUDltation of inheritances as a means of 
^vlug off the otberw’isc inevitable abol- 
wa of private property. The cxpmpria- 
tka of private property from its living 
jownera presents some problems which 
Hr. l^ran very ablv avoids, saying: 

“A live man*s elaiin to live in the 
that he baa built has its founda- 
voc in the best of logic: bpt the claim 
M a man of the right to live there after 
M la dead or to dictate as to who shall 
<oauane to occupr it when he can have 
'^aere need of It himself, has no such 
Ingictl basis. Hfr earth la barely 
g*te Moagh for the people who are llv- 
on It now. If It is to be Incumbered 
y 1 » e corpses or the spirits or the testa* 
'yot a of all who bare go^e before, live 
' MoapU wUl have a poor ahow.

the Legislature wUla. Such ebangea are 
usoally of little importance, but they mar 
at any time be revolotionary. 

'•A statute in the following words. If 
enncied by the New York Legislature, 
now sitting, would undoubtedly be con* 
stirutlonsl aud be enforced by the courts: 

“Section”!. All statutes providing for 
the making and probaving of wills ot real 
or personal property are hereby re*: 
pealed. 

“Section 2. All laws providing for the 
deacent and UUtrlbutiou of the real and 
|K*nK>nal property of persons d>ing intes- 
tuie are hereby rept^afed. 

“ScHrlioD 3. All the iwoperty, real and 
personal, of every person dying after the 
passage of this uet, shall escheat to the 
state.” 

After throwing this iMimb among the 
aHS4>mbled legal lighls, tbe speaker pro* 
et*tsled to lei them down easy and dia* 
arm hostile criticism, saying: “I am not 
advocating such a atatute. It would 
find few advocates in our profession, and 
1 am uUe to assure you that there is no 
danger of its passage at the present aes* 
won. But the Legislature has tho power 
to |mss it and is restralnetl from doing 
so. not by any lack of authority, but by 
Its conviction that it would not bo for the 
public good." It is not nect‘S8.iry to say 
that n l.#4>gislature of Rocialists, haviug 
a majority party of RocIpMsia behind 
them, might take a different view of the 
public good, and act accordingly. The 
speaker in his introduction assured his 
assembled colleagues that the programme 
was in two i>arls, First: ‘•’Iije address 
of the President to which you have to 
listened. Second: Other address,** to 
which you are glad To listen." He nro- 
r<*t*d,Hl to clinch his fiosition. saying: 
“TIuto is and there can 1 m* no vested 
right in a future inheritance. . . . 
The prop,*sed legislation is not inimical 
to the constitutional iH-ovision that pri¬ 
vate property shiill not In* taken for puh- 
lie use without just eomiH*iisu(ioti. I'liis 
coiiKtitiitioniil i>roviwon uiiplit*s to the |ht- 
soii. not to the thing. It is only the prop¬ 
erly right of the Individual that is pro- 
teeted. The right of the nnceWor ter- 
with bis death. l>e right of 
the heir dot** not attach until the death 
of the amvstor and then the only right 
of the heir is to inherit that whieb the 
law allows him to inherit. If the law at 
the lime of Ihe ancestor’s death .illows 
him to inherit nothing, he has iu> right 
in tin* ancestor's t*siate.' . . The heir 
having no right to inherit that which 
the law d<H*B not iH'ntut him to inherit, 
no pro|sTty right of the heir is taken 
away by a change in the law previous to 
the death of the ancestor. 

“. . . ‘ No court has ever r<H‘ognized 
a rested right in an inberitatu'e. . . 
The next of kin inherits from his an¬ 
cestor. not by any virtue of his own. not 
bi*cause be is belter than some other 
mau. but simpl.r by the grace of the 
state whteh has enacted a statute that 
he. instead of it, may so inherit." 

Having iK'fore ns an easy method of 
transferring nrivate pMperty to the 
stat,*. with full ami niH>roved as.mirance 
that it really belongs to the state and 
has only Imhui given to private individuals 
by the grat'e of the .state, the Socialist 
se«*s but one (suirse oim-q for him. Tie 
must press on to the conquest of the i 

i H>wers of the state at the b.nllot U»x. 

f the stale were to continue to Im* as 
It now is. simply a committee of private 
owners for Ihe furtherance of the inter¬ 
ests of private owners, the transfer of 
titles from private to state or muiiicipal 
ownership w'ould bt* of slight advantage 
to the disinherited. The nec(*ssity of the 
state becoming the ideal “Of the p,‘OpIe. 
for rile people and by the peo^de," be- 
eomes so much the greater as its fane* 
tioiu extend. .\ Rocialistic state inu.st I 
Im* coiii{)oseil of SiX'lallsts, its imw’ers ad- 
nunistered hy those who l»elieve in and 
uphold Socialism. Says Mr. Ixigan in 
answer to doubts of the state's ability 
to administer such trnst: “Tlie highest 
virtue in a state, os in a lover, is to dure. 
By daring it learns to do. If the ^ate is 
not now competent to perform this fiine- 
tioii it must tit itself to |M‘rform it or it 
must cease to exist. Tlie business of the 
iiUNlern state is the administration of 
ntililic trusts. It must team to do its 
biiwiiesH well or it must resign In favor 
of some itber form of government that 
cun do it Iielter.” 

S4> much far the constiMiilonai right 
and moral duty of Ihe stare to become 
sole heir of its deceased citizens, ad¬ 
ministering its inherltanet* for the l>ene* 
fit of all till* living. The sons of Van* 
derbiltM. Astors. and Rockefeller* woubi 
not receive as much as nnder ihe old law, 
but they w'oiild Ik* awsured of all they 
could honestl.v earn and an opportunity 
to earn it. The state would soon in¬ 
herit II majority of all corporate stocks 
and lioiids and all corporations w'ould 
then serr’c the ikhmiIc. A state controlled 
by So<'ialisls would certainly assert its 
majorit,v rights in all cor|s>race ImxIics. 
UiH’oguiziiig the right of every iiersou to , 
the opportunity to labor would iiMke each I 
industry proilnctive nntil every want wa*' 
supplied. Kv,*n a Vanderbilt wrmld be | 
happier in such a state. That a perfect 
state would immediately result is beyond 
possibility, bnt that, a b4*tter state and 
unlimited opi>ortunity for individtuil de* 
Ti'lopuient w’ould follow, no one can aerl* 
oiisly question. Except in case of unlaw* 
ful and treasonable resistance no harsher 
measures would be required. He Su¬ 
preme court, that bugbear of objectors, 
would not bar the way if the Soeiallst* 
elated the offleers. for at Mr. Dooley 
wittilv says. "Whether the conatitutioD 
follows the flag or not. the Supreme court 
follows the election return*." 

The Socialist state haring inherited the 
controlling interest in all induatriea, a 
Toltmtary surrender of the remainder 
would probably follow and the Oo-Oper* 
atire Commonwealth become an accom* 
pllilied fact in a single generation

John Swintonp Socialist. 

John Swintoii, Socialist, and one of the 
abh'Mi m-wipaper iscu of Ni‘w York in 
the hint half century, dieil at hi* home 
ill Brook|,vn iMirough Sunday night. De- 
e«*iiilK'r 15, having just pass(*d his s«*ven- 
11 v-seeond anniversary. He was one of 
.(he rare inen wins eoiu-civing an hleal. 
Jdevot' their lives to it. earing nothing 
|nlM)tU euains)ueui*eH: yet. strange to say. 
he wa* paid high usages for serviee by 
such n man as Charles Auderson Dana, 
who eartHl nothing for the thiugs wlib'h 
Swiuton r(*gurd(*d a* all-important, but 
who found in him a capacity for quirk 
and ke<*ii decision whieh was of the lit- 
iiinst value to tbe 81111 . so that when 
somebody asked him why he kept Sw’iu* 
ton for two or three hours' serviee a day. 
with pmetieaJly nothing to do, be said: 
*’l pay him for his judgment. When 1 
arn not here. John Swiuton knows just 
what can go into the Sun and just what 
can't." A lieutMiant to trust in that 
way is valusUe. and Mr. Dana was one 
of the few men in any business who rec¬ 
ognized that quantity is rather easier to 
get than qoaUty. Swlaton was con* 
tamed with tbe psaaisn of humanity. 
8 wiBCoct was not so clear in his thinking 
as befits an advanced Socialist, but it 
must be ssk) that he sacrificed much of 
place and power and recognition by siro- 

r ie as(i tmawenring devotion to his ideas. 

C needs hardly be said in addition that 
be was a writer of great vigor and some* 
times much eloquence of expression, snd 
that he w‘as thoronghly finished ia the 
economic and social history of tbe world. 

John Swlnton received high salaries as 
a newspaper worker and sacrificed a for¬ 
tune in tbe publlcatisD of what was 
known a* "John Bwlntoo'a paper," which 
was one of the most rigorous papers ever 
printed in this coaatrr in the Lnterest of 
the working oUaa. He was a man rare 
among men. Cordial, eager and friaod- 
ly. full of humor and wit with bis 
friends, though anaparing and fearleaa ia 
respect to eapitaliat assumptioos sod poii- 
ciea.' be will always be remembered as a 
figure that loom^ large In tbe labor 
movement of this country.

As feudalism 
rc<-eded. it left a large parasitical bu¬ 
reaucracy. .ku oUlciul class tyrannical 
anil exacting laying heavy irihiiie uim>u 
growing cummerciulism. This last 
phuMe, with all its iiu*aiini*ss, tyranny aud 
debauchery, has been iH-culiar and t*«»in- 
iiioti to the diM,*M)liition of all imhistriul 
epochs.

hisJ*ir,v. literature and s*’i«*nei*. To them 
all hist4»ry was a kaleidoseofM', a gm—s. 
and wish of bright iiiimL; all was acei- 
dent ami soeitdogy was not ismsiab'r**)! a 
wienct*. The modern Iiistorian worthy of 
the name, views all hisiori** plK'iiomeiia 
ns natural ami im'vitabb*. aiul from this 
standiioint to iimh'rstaixl a historie ehar- 
neter, we mii-t have clearly lM*fore us the 
class whi«'h le rejir**!te-iiis. their inter¬ 
ests and pur,loses whi« h h** 4*s{ntuse> aiel 
of which In* is the inqw-rsonation.

prevalent institutions, and the iluniinat- 
ing or ruling einsji. 

JiKin I’auT Marat was horn at Bou- 
dray, on the Liki* of Netichaicl, on the 
24!h of May, 17-13. Hia father was of :i 
inixeil rac**, of Italian Kj>*H*i*h und a elii- 
z**n of tJeneva. whfiee name would iudl- 
rate a Helirew origin. lie bad p*- 
noiinefsl his h**ro*litary faith for that of 
t'alviiiisni. Marat’s niolh4*r was French. 
n daughter of a Frote.siant wig maker. 
Marat bad two hrothera ami two sinters, 
all younger than hltiisclf. kVp know little’ 
of his youth, except what we know from 
hinLsolf. and tmise who have maUgned i 
him. have cautioiiKly avohle*! merUoriou* 
quotations fnini hi* works, or from otho.'i 
authentic sources. 

He says: “I was bom with an linpreB- 
siouahle nature, n fiery imagination, a 
hot. frank and tenacions temperament, 
an upright mind and a heart open to 
every lofty passion, and above all to thei 
love of fame, and I have never done any-1 
thing to pervert or ilesiroy these gifts of 
mature, bnt have done everything to cul¬ 
tivate theru. Fnini my father I re¬ 
ceived a careful education, escaping all 
the riciotu* bahits of childhood that ener¬ 
vate ami degrade a roan, avoiding all the 
excess of yonth and arriving at mao- 
hood without having abandoned myself 
to the whirOwind of pa-stdons. ,The stamp 
of my nature has been impressed upon 
me * • ♦ aud the development of my 
character I owe to my mother.

rich. He believed this plan would met-t 
resistance on the part of princes who de¬ 
sired to I'ommand, ami to that end re- 
nuired the rich corrupted by luxury, and 
the poor debased by misery.

The meeting was called to order by tbe 
correspoudiug seeertary.

A resdnlioo was introduced to the ef> 
feet that the counrll lend ail the assist¬ 
ance in its power to the furtherance of 
the campaign of tbe Social-Democratic 
party, and that a committee of fire be 
appointed to act as memtfers of a com¬ 
mittee of 100. *0 be named by the labor 
organizations. 

On motion, the resolution was adopted, 
and Comrades Tattle. Sbeeban. Braun, 
Schwidera and Andersen were riected as 
such committee. 


Delegate Fri-O Hrockbauseii, who rejK 
resented the Federated Trades Uoiinel! 
at the A. F. of L. i-oiivention, made a 
M’p^rt to the Cotiiicil at its last meeetlug, 
of which the following is a [urt; 

Aside from a large increase in mem¬ 
bership and a larger attendance of dele¬ 
gates, the twenty-first annual convention 
of the A. F. of L. did not record any 
notable forward !»:rides in the InWr 
movement. 

. Of the fraternal delegates from Kng¬ 
land and Canada Brother Hen Tiilett 
was by far the most conspicuous, and- 
nBd(> a deep and lasting impresMiou on all 
the delegates. He reported a very pne 
grt'ssive movement in England, aided by 
political action, and refern-d at different 
points in bis addresa very Karcastically to 
his friend. Mr. (tompers, for not adding i 
the uHt* of the balkit to the defensive I 
weawms iu this country: he demonstrat-l 
ed tnat by the use of the ballot, wealth, 
to tbe amount of billions of dollars, had 
been taken fnini the capitalist class and 
appIlcNl to public utilitu** in various mil- 
nieipalities, and th.nt in England they 
would ke<-p on in thi:« way until ail of 
he wealth now privately owned had bw-n 
placed in possession of the people. In 
illustrating bow the capitalist nlwn.vs 
found fault with the wavs of the work¬ 
ing class of pressing their ease uiKUi 
them, he told u little story of a farmer 
who owned a vicious d«*g. The dog one 
day made for the hin'd man at a time 
he bad a pitebfork tu his hand, with 
which be Ktabbi^l the dog iu si>lf-df- 
fento*. The owner, of course, laid all 
the blouse to the biretl man and ru*prj- 
mandiN] hisn fur not defending himself 
with the other end of the fork. The man 
replied: "Why didn’t the dog coipe at 
me with the other eu<!?” He dwelt al 
length upon conditions in Denmark, show*- 
ing that the |>eople in that country had 
by using the hallot, together with other 
defen.sive weafMmx. ohtaia<*<l more bene¬ 
fits than any other pwple in the civU'zed 
world. 

Mr. Goinpers, in response to the fr.^- 
ternnl delegates, »?tate(1 that they may 
have obtiiim'd many municipal .idvan- 
tngi-s in England, but iu this country we 
also hud municipai things; Tor insiam'e. 
in the state of S>iuth (';ir«)Iinu we could 
get municipal whisky and he thought that 
ill England they had come to tlie limit 
of activity. He wanted il iinderstdod 
that in ibis rotiiilry there was no limit 
to tile activity of the trade union inore- 
meut. In the matter of compulsory ar¬ 
bitration. which, according to .Mr. iNllet. 
was used to nn advantage in England, 
Mr. (tompers reaUltuied the stand of the 
A. F. of L. nguiiist its use in this conn* 

try. 

'Die ]H*r capita to international and na¬ 
tional organizations wsh iiicreuseil from 
-1-8 of a cent to cent, and in the case 
f local and Finlerated Lalsir uui(»us from 

to 10 <‘i*ntK |M‘r month; 5 cents of this 
to lie set aside as a separate and defeusi* 
fund. The propositions to iucrease the 
saluries of the oitU-ers and organizers and 
to inm*ase the executivi* council by add¬ 
ing two niemlK-rs were defeated. 

*nie executive council in its reptirt 
warns all orgiiuizntious and labor fakirs 
not to use the name of the .\. F. of L. 
fur uuy puriMise without iKTiiiission. Iu 
case of dHolH'dietice to this warning pro*- 
tM.'Utiou would folkiw. 

The manner of oiditinlpg favorable leg¬ 
islation in the future was discussi-il ut 
I'.ngth. One of the omioueiits to the pres¬ 
ent modus operamli, Mr. Max Ilayi^s of 
Cleveland. !>.. cited miiueroii!< cases 
whiTe labor laws had been declaretl un¬ 
constitutional. Uigether with the many in- 
juuctiona issued against labor. A motlou 
was made to include the statements of 
Mr. Hays in the proci*<-diiigK which prom¬ 
ised to carry. At thi.H iioint Mr. Gom- 
IH-Ts tivik a hand in the discussion and 
idutiHl that if such matters s|^uld Ik> in- 
■'Itided in th(‘ proci'edingK it would em¬ 
barrass the trade union moTement. A 
number of other delegates also discussed 
the situation, showing the folly of beg¬ 
gary in this case: but after all the eon- 
vention decided to continue iK'gging for 
legislation favorable to lubor. 

The situation at San Francisco came 
up for conslderatlor with a cry for as- 
si^ADoe for the 2tMK) metal trades men 
yet on strike and Delegate FureselU re¬ 
ferred very bitterlv to the manufactur¬ 
ers’ asso-nntion. which was going aliout 
on felt slippers doing organized labor to 
a finish (submit or starved. And yet this 
same Mr. Fureseth went on n*rord as 
one in favor of begging for legislation 
and against the ballot, and on appeal by 
the .V. F. of 1a. for financial aid will l>e 
made for the starring metal trades men. 

Resolutions favoring electing the rari- 
otis committees at conventions and the' 
otfleers of the federation were defeated. I 
One of the resolutions of Dtdegato 
Brockhati5M.'n instnicthig affiliate organi¬ 
zations to hold aloof from the militia 
was defeated, some of tbe delegates 
claiming that the federation could not af¬ 
ford to go on record as against tbe “in¬ 
stitutions of the country.” 

Another r^iution bv Delegate Brock- 
bausen providing for toe preserrstion of 
frice press and free tqieech tbe Incoming 
executirt* board was instructed to tike 
charge of. The committee on boycotts 
recemunended all resolutions on boycotts 
to be referred to the incomiug executive 
conneii; this prevailed in nesriv all cases 
except Iu tbe case of the National Cash 
Reinater company, the convention decid¬ 
ed to pl.ice said company on the unfair 
list, and in the case of a boycott against 
the American Tobacco trust the resolu¬ 
tion signed by three cigarmskem. Gonv- 
pers. Dprnel! and Tracey, provided for 
the boycotting of machine-made producti. 
TV) tbe we»fd “machine” strong objections 
were made and without it the rejolntion 
was adopted. 

Tbe executive council was ordered to 
secure legislation against the immigra- 


tioo of ChlDMl. Tlio JtpxneM ind other 
Asiatic races are not to be inclnaed. 

In the matter of tbe street car em- 
niimV strike of Serantoii. where. the

The ri*soIutious on politieal action and 
of n progr^-ssive nrture; of which there 
wore twidve. were bunctHs! by the eoin- 
mittof- on resolutions, and roportisl on 
last by the eommittee; evidently the res¬ 
olutions were delayed by various taeties

The Soeinlisls, reeognizieg this, decid- 
A\ to refrain from lengthy discussions, 
but promised to eoiiie back in mtu'h 
stronger force.

religious and ptditicnl prejudie<>s. Many 
Sot'ialists. representing large organiza¬ 
tions mid with a, large r<-pres<*ntntion. 
wore by the nature of their trade and 
organizatitwi iD(t>r<>Kt prnhihitetl from 
participating In the propaganda for fiolit- 
irnl action in the convention. Strong ef¬ 
fort will lie made the corning year in l>e- 
hnlf of the union Inliel and organizt‘rs 
will rei*eive s|K*cinl instructions to dlrt*ct 
tbidr attention to the label question. 

All of the incunilHuit officers were re- 
eks-trsl and New Orleans seUs-ted ns the 
plnce of holding the next convention in 
Novcmlier. I(kt2. 

In closing his report Delegate Brwk- 
haustm cxprt'sswl tlio hois* that the coun¬ 
cil would Is- ill iK/sitioii to send another 
deli*gnte to the next ismvenlion. If the 
deU-gnte. he said, eoiild not assist mtieh 
in making the A. F. of L. more pro¬ 
gressive, it would nl least be a very 
prnetieni <Klucnti<iii for the ineinlMT^ of 
the council.

Onppersmirh. Civil war vr»ernn and snf- 
feisT, late of the First New York inf.in- 
try. now a niemi>er of the Gwlfrey Wc’- 
zel p<««t. G. A. U.. is physically unable to 
-siDpifcort his wife and four childnn. A 
pension of $10 a month—$.30 every ihrte 
months, rather—kN-ept* a hast'ment roof 
over their heads, but that i« all. Odd 
jobs of .snow shoveling, coal carrying 
•nnyihing that the man can find to do he 
willingly iiudortiikes. but his poor health I 
•and evi.lenf inc.oipaeity for Imrd labor I 
Htiiit his efftkrf.«. Until the time when 
the wife nnii mother siiffensl the injury 
that crijiiCiNl her she was amply able to 
look aff«T her dear niie«. 

Coming honu* frimi church on the even-! 
ing of .\nguKi 2. ISOfl. >he was knocket! ^ 
d‘*wn by n team of horses drawing an 
excursion load, and tlrivcn by a drunken 
driver. 'Hie right hip was shattered: the 
limb now falls loosely and helplessly over 
the left.

Fannie 
CnjijN-rsiiilth. heroine, rests her head on 
the frame of the machine. Just in front 
of the httle upper wheel, opeiates the 
treadle with her right hand, adjusts the 
material by the aid of her left hand and 
her te'dh.
